Ove Gram walked into 
the billiard parlor of the Fargo House 
and fired a bullet into his brain, from 
the effects of which he will die. 
Gram came here last May from Bu­ 
chanan, Stutsman county, and had 
been employed in a local marble 
works till two weeks ago, when he be­ 
came so despondent after long talks 
on suicide that the manager decided 
he should take two weeks’ rest.

I erty, young Congregational minister at 
Buchanan, and Fagee Russell, an agri-

Scales on the Sugar Docks 


Were Manipulated. 


New York, Dec. 7.—Ramifications of 
the scheme through which the govern­ 
ment is alleged to have been defraud­ 
ed of millions of dollars in duties on 
sugar were gone into at the continua­ 
tion of the trial of former employes 
of the American Sugar Refining com­ 
pany on charges of conspiracy to de­ 
fraud the government. 
Richard Parr, the deputy surveyor 
of customs whose dramatic story of 
the raid on the sugar docks at Will­ 
iamsburg stands out as the salient 
feature of the trial so far, was again 
under cross-examination. 
Other wit­ 
nesses testified to what seemed to 
them unwarranted variations in the 
scales for some time previous to the 
raid. 
Thomas M. Stenson, a government 
weigher, testified that in June, 1906, 
he noticed that the weights were run­ 
ning lower than ordinary at a scale at 
which 
Kehoe, one 
defendant, 
was 
checking. 
He called Kehoe’s atten­ 
tion to it, and the weights, after the 
scales we:e balanced by the weigher, 
at once went up to normal. 
Frederick B. Saunders, a negro gov­ 
ernment lawyer, stationed for eleven 
years on the sugar company’s docks, 
testified that he had seen an electric 
light flashed as a signal and the scales 
hastily balanced by the company’s em­ 
ployes 
when 
the customs officials 
would appear. 


Will Be Enacted by the Congress Now 
In Session—Enthusiasm of the Pro­ 
gressives in the Senate and the In­ 
surgents in the House Has Not 
Waned Since Congress Adjourned 
Last Auguat. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—With the Re­ 
publican 
party in control of both 
branches, but divided into two mili­ 
tant factions, congress entered upon 
a session that may be epoch making 
in a political sense, though possibly 
devoid of accomplishment, so far as 
legislation 
is concerned. 
President 
Taft is master of the situation. 
To 
him the Republican leaders are look­ 
ing for guidance in the formation of 
a legislative programme and they will 
enact whatever he Is pleased to de­ 
mand. 
It is up to the president to 
outline a plan of action. The leaders 
say they are waiting to hear from him 
and until they do they refrain from 
prophecy as to what is likely to hap­ 
pen during the life of the session. 
The enthusiasm of the progressives 
in the senate and the insurgents in 
the house has not waned since con­ 
gress adjourned in August. 
They are 
bitterly opposed to the continuance 
in power of Nelson W. Aldrich of 
Rhode Island and Joseph G. Cannon of 
Illinois and they will fight these two 
leaders to the limit. 
Each faction i3 
counting on the support of the admin­ 
istration, although the leaders of the 
progressive-insurgent movement are 
not as hopeful as the men who con­ 
trol the destinies of the regular or­ 
ganizations. 
Will Bide Their Time. 
Soon after the senate adjourned the 
Western progressives got together for 
a council of war. They decided to lay 
low, biding the time when an oppor­ 
tunity would present itself to strike 
at the men who are now in control of 
the senate. 
A like policy has been 
adopted by the house insurgents. They 
have held a number of informal con­ 
ferences, but have not laid down the 
lines along which their campaign of 
opposition will be waged. 
It is known in a general way just 
what President Taft expects of con­ 
gress this winter. He will recommend 
the passage of a law to guide the ex­ 
ecutive In conserving the natural re­ 
sources of the country; also imper 
taut amendments to the railroad rat * 
law. 
He will urge the creation of a 
postal savings bank, the passage of a 
ship subsidy act and bring home to 
congress the urgent necessity of re 
trenching in the matter of public ex­ 
penditures. 
The president may not ask for any 
changes in the Sherman anti-trust law 
at this session. 
It all depends upon 
whether 
the supreme 
court hands 
down a decision in the Standard Oil 
case before congress adjourns. 
Until 
that suit has teen passed upon by the 
highest tribunal Mr. Taft thinks that 
it would be unwise for congress to 
make any changes in the anti-trust 
law. 
Congress will enact the president’s 
legislative , rojramme without modify­ 
ing it in any important particular, lf 
he insists upon It.

Incendiaries Set Fire to a Block a1 
Anoka, Minn. 
Anoka, Minn., Dec. 7.—When the 
storm of wind and snow was at Its 
height firebugs made a determined 
effort to burn a brick block in the cen 
ter of the business district. 
The block, a two-story brick, it 
owned by Mrs. Ida Whitten, and the 
first floor is leased by A. G. Cronkhite 
proprietor of a cafe, and the uppei 
floor by the Twentieth Century and 
Commercial clubs. 
The fire was discovered when the 
wind was blowing a gale, and was not 
under control until four hours later 
The city hall, Jackson hotel and othei 
buildings, some of them the best and 
most substantial in the city, were in 
the path of the flames and might have 
been destroyed but for the good work 
of the firemen. 
The Whitten building and its con 
tents were damaged more by watei 
than by flames, and the block will 
soon be repaired and occupied again 
The total loss has not been estimated 
but it is well covered by insurance. 
An investigation was made after the 
fire and it was found that corn cobs 
saturated with kerosene and other in 
flammable substances had been scat 
tered in the basement. There are ne 
clues to the incendiaries.

GOES TO SUPREME 
COURT FOR REVIEW 


Entire Record in Gases Against 


Labor Leaders. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—The supreme 
court of the United States granted the 
petition for a writ of certiorari in the 
contempt cases of Samuel Gompers, 
Frank Morrison and John 
Mitchell, 
officers of the American Federation of 
Labor. The effect of the decision will 
be to bring the entire record in the 
Buck Stove and Range company case 
against these men to the supreme 
court for review. 
Before the supreme court attorneys 
for the federation will ask to have 
dismissed the original anti-boycott in­ 
junction issued by Judge Gould in I he 
Buck Stove and Range company case. 
Samuel Gompers, John Mitchell ana 
Frank Morrison, the officers of the 
federation, who are now under a con­ 
tempt of court sentence for violating 
the Injunction, are also parties to the 
appeal. 
This move, In short, puts it up to 
the supreme court 
of the 
United 
States to decide if the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor’s boycott of the Buck 
Stove and Range company In Its offi­ 
cial organ, the Federationist, was a 
lawful procedure. 
The court of ap 
peals of the District of Columbia has 
held that it was not and with corno 
modifications 
has 
sustained 
Judge 
Gould’s injunction. 
The Buck Stove and Range com­ 
pany has already filed an appeal to 
the supreme court 
of 
the 
United 
States 
against 
the 
modifications, 
claiming the original Injunction has 
been so altered as to be practically of 
no use for the purpose for which it 
was sought. 
The American Federa­ 
tion of Labor now, in Its appeal, will 
argue that no injunction should have 
been issued in the first court and ask 
for a complete dismissal. 


NELSON LAW IS A SUCCESS 


Government Has Won Eleven Out of 
Thirteen Appeal Cases. 
Washington, Dec. 7.—In 1907, Sena­ 
tor Nelson of Minnesota was the au­ 
thor of the law giving the government 
the right of appeal in criminal cases, 
and he has been watching with much 
interest the way that this law has 
worked when federal criminal cases 
under it have come to the supreme 
court. 
He finds that the law has been 
invoked thirteen times in the two 
years of its operation, with the result 
that in eleven of the thirteen times 
the supreme court has reversed the 
lower court and has decided for the 
government.

Pay Tuition to Secretary Be­ 


fore Entering School 


The board of education held its 
regular monthly 
meeting 
Monday 
evening. 
All the members were ores- 
ent except Mesrs. Johnson, Larson 
and Use. 
It was decided that the schools 
should close for the holiday vacation 
on Thursday, December 23, and re­ 
open on Monday, January 3. 
Superintendent reported 
that 
he 
had engaged Miss Emma Steele for 
7th grade work at a salary of $60 
per honth. 
Action was taken by the board 
whereby in the future pupils residing 
outside the district will pay their tu­

Judge W. S. McClen- 
ahan on the bench. 
The first work 
done was to call the roll of the grand 
jury, the following members answer­ 
ing to their names:

David E. Robbins, of Crow Wing, 
awaits the action of the grand jury 
accused of a statutory charge against 
his sister-in-law. 
The cases of Charles Olson, Arnold 
Kalland and George Shanks, charged 
with assaulting Frank Pickier, at 
the Northern Pacific shops, will un- 
doubedly be brought to the attention 
of the grand jury by the county a t­ 
torney, their cases having been con­ 
tinued to Saturday, of this week.

I W ashington, Dec. 7.—In his annual 
message, read to congress, President 
T aft said: 
To the Senate and the House of Rep­ 
resentatives: 
The relations of the United States 
w ith all foreign governments have con­ 
tinued upon the normal basis of amity 
and good understanding and are very 
generally satisfactory. 
Europe. 
The American rights [In the fisheries 
on the north Atlantic coast] under the 
fisheries article Of the treaty of 1818 
-have been a cause of difference be­ 
tw een the United States and G reat 
Britain for nearly seventy years. The 
interests involved are of great impor­ 
tance to the American fishing industry, 
and the final settlem ent of the contro­ 
versy [by the perm anent court of ar­ 
bitration at The Hague] will remove 
a source of constant irritation and com­ 
plaint. This is the first case involving 
such 
great 
international 
questions 
which has been subm itted to the per­ 
m anent court of arbitration at The 
Hague. 
Negotiations 
for 
an 
international 
conference to consider and reach an 
arrangem ent providing for the preser­ 
vation and protection of the fu r seals 
in the north Pacific are in progress 
With the governments of G reat Britain, 
Japan and Russia. 
The attitude of 
the governments interested leads me 
to hope for a satisfactory settlem ent of 
this question as the ultim ate outcome 
of the negotiations. 
The Near East. 
The quick transition of the govern­ 
m ent of the Ottoman em pire from one 
of retrograde tendencies to a consti­ 
tutional government w ith a parlia­ 
m ent and with progressive modern 
policies of reform aud public improve­ 
m ent is one of the im portant phenome­ 
na of our times. 
Constitutional gov­ 
ernm ent seems also to have made 
fu rth er advance in 
Persia. 
These 
events have turned the eyes of the 
(World upon tile near east. 
In that 
quarter the prestige of the United 
states has spread widely through the 
peaceful influence of American schools, 
universities and missionaries. 
There 
is every reason why we should obtain 
a greater share of the commerce of the 
near east since the conditions are 
m ore favorable now than ever before. 
Latin America. 
One of the happiest events in recent 
pan-American diplomacy was the pa­ 
cific, independent settlem ent by the 
governm ents of Bolivia and Peru of a 
boundary difference between 
them, 
which for some weeks threatened to 
cause w ar and even to entrain irn- 
ibitterm ents affecting other republics 
less directly concerned. 
Our Citizens Abroad. 
This adm inistration, through the de­ 
partm ent of state and the foreign serv­ 
ice, is lending all proper support to 
legitim ate and beneficial American en­ 
terprises in foreign countries, the de­ 
gree of such support being measured 
by the national advantages to be ex­ 
pected. 
A citizen him self cannot by 
(contract or otherwise divest himself 
u f the right, nor can this government 
escape the obligation, of his protec­ 
tion in 
his personal and property 
rights when these are unjustly in­ 
fringed in a foreign country. To avoid 
ceaseless vexations it is proper th at in 
considering w hether American enter­ 
prise should be encouraged or support­ 
ed in a particular country the govern­ 
m ent should give full w eight not only 
'to the national as opposed to the indi­ 
vidual benefits to accrue, but also to 
the fact w hether or not the govern­ 
m ent of the country in question is in 
Its adm inistration and in its diplomacy 
faith fu l to the principles of modera­ 
tion, equity and justice upon which 
alone depends international credit in 
diplomacy as well as in finance. 
The Monroe Doctrine. 
The pan-American 
policy of this 
government has long been fixed in its 
principles 
and 
remains 
unchanged. 
W ith tho changed circum stances of the 
United States and of the republics to 
the south of us, most of which have 
great natural resources, stable govern­ 
ment and progressive ideals, the ap­ 


prehension which gave rite to the 
Monroe doctrine may be said to have 
nearly disappeared, and neither the 
doctrine aa It estate nor any other doc­ 
trine of American policy should be 
permitted to operate for the perpetua­ 
tion of Irresponsible government, the 
escape of just obligations or the insidi­ 
ous allegation of dominating ambitions 
on the part of the United States. 
My meeting with President Diaz and 
the greeting exchanged on both Amer­ 
ican and Mexican soil served, I hope, 
to signalize the close and cordial rela­ 
tions which so well bind together this 
republic and the great republic imme­ 
diately to the south, between which 
there is so vast a network of m aterial 
Interests. 
I am happy to say th at all but one 
of the cases which for so long vexed 
our relations with 
Venezuela 
have 
been 
settled 
within 
the 
past 
few 
months and that, under the enlight­ 
ened regime now directing the govern­ 
ment of Venezuela, provision lins been 
made for arbitration of the remaining 
case before The Hague tribunal. 
On July 30, 190t), the government of 
Panam a agreed, after considerable ne­ 
gotiation, to indemnify the relatives of 
the American officers and sailors who 
were brutally treated, one of them 
having, indeed, been killed by the 
Panamnn police this year. 
This government wns obliged to In­ 
tervene diplomatically to bring about 
arbitration or settlem ent of the claim 
of the Emery company against Nica­ 
ragua, which it had long before been 
agreed should lie arbitrated. 
A settle­ 
m ent of this troublesome case was 
reached by the signature of a protocol 
on Sept. 18, 1909. 
Many years ago diplomatic interven­ 
tion became necessary to the protec­ 
tion of the interests in the American 
claim of Alsop & Co. against the 
governm ent of Chile. 
Tile govern­ 
m ent of Chile had frequently adm itted 
obligation In the case and had prom­ 
ised this government to settle It. There 
had been two abortive attem pts to do 
so through arbitral commissions, which 
failed through lack of jurisdiction. 
Now, happily, as the result of the re­ 
cent diplomatic negotiations, the gov­ 
ernm ents of the U nited States and of 
Chile, actuated by the sincere desire 
to free from any strain those cordial 
and friendly relations upon which both 
set such store, have agreed by a proto­ 
col to subm it the controversy to defin­ 
itive settlem ent by his Britannic m ajes­ 
ty Edw ard VII. 
The Nicaraguan Troubla. 
Since the W ashington conventions of 
1907 were communicated to the gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States as a con­ 
sulting and advising party this gov­ 
ernm ent has been alm ost continuously 
called upon by one or another and in 
turn by all of the five Central Amer­ 
ican republics to exert itself for the 
m aintenance of the conventions. Near­ 
ly every com plaint has been against 
the Zelaya governm ent of Nicaragua, 
which has kept Central America in 
constant tension or turmoil. 
The re­ 
sponses made to the representations of 
Central American republics as due 
from the United States on account of 
its relation to the W ashington conven­ 
tions have been a t all times conserva­ 
tive and have avoided, so far as possi­ 
ble, any semblance of interference, al­ 
though it is very apparent that the 
considerations of geographic proximity 
to the canal zone and of the very sub­ 
stantial American interests in Central 
America give to the United States a 
special position in the zone of these 
republics and the Caribbean sea. 
I need not rehearse here the patient 
efforts of this governm ent to promote 
peace and welfare among these re­ 
publics, efforts which are fully appre­ 
ciated by the m ajority of them who 
are loyal to their true interests. 
It 
would be no less unnecessary to re­ 
hearse here the sad tale of unspeak­ 
able barbarities and oppression alleged 
to have been committed by the Zelaya 
government. Recently two Americans 
were put to death by order of Presi­ 
dent Zelaya himself. 
They were offi­ 
cers in the organized forces of a rev­ 
olution which had continued 
many 
weeks and was iu control of about 
half of the republic, and as such, ac­ 
cording to tne 
modern enlightened 
practice of civilized nations, they were 
entitled to be dealt with as prisoners 
of war. 
A t the date when this message is 
printed this governm ent has term i­ 
nated diplomatic relations with the 
Zelaya government for reasons made 
public in a communication to the for­ 
m er Nicaraguan charge d ’affaires aud 
is intending to take such future steps 
as may be found most consistent w ith 
its dignity, its duty to American in­ 
terests and its moral obligations to 
Central America and to civilization. It 
m ay later be necessary for me to bring 
this subject to the attention of the 
congress in a special message. 
In tho Far East. 
In the far east this government pre­ 
serves unchanged its policy of support­ 
ing the principle of equality of oppor­ 
tunity and scrupulous respect for the 
Integrity of the Chinese empire, to 
which policy are pledged the interest­ 
ed powers of both east and west. 
By the treaty of 1903 China has un­ 
dertaken the abolition of likin w ith a 
m oderate and proportionate raising of 
the customs tariff along with currency 
reform . 
These reform s being a m ani­ 
fest advantage to foreign commerce as 
well as to the interests of China, this 
government is endeavoring to facili­ 
tate these measures and the needful 
acquiescence of the treaty powers. 
W hen it appeared th at Chinese likin 
revenues were to be hypothecated to 
foreign bankers in connection w ith a 
great railway project it was obvious 
th at the governments whose nationals 
held this loan would have a certain 
direct interest in the question of the 
carrying out by China of the reform s 
In question. The adm inistration deem­ 
ed American participation to be of 
great national interest. Happily, when 


It was as a matter of broad policy ur­ 
gent that this opportunity ahould not 
be lost, the indispensable instrumental­ 
ity presented itself when a group of 
American 
bankers 
of 
international 
reputation and great resources agreed 
at once to share in the loan upon pre­ 
cisely such terms as this government 
should approve. 
The chief of those 
terms was that American railway ma­ 
terial should be upon an exact equality 
with that of the other nationals join­ 
ing in the loan in the placing of or­ 
ders for this whole railroad system. 
After months of negotiation the equal 
participation of Americans seems at 
last assured. 
In one of the Chinese-Japancse con­ 
ventions of Sept. I of this year there 
was a provision which caused consid­ 
erable public apprehension 
iii that 
upon its face it was believed in some 
quarters to seek to establish a monop­ 
oly of mining privileges along the 
Soutli M anchurian aud Antung-Muk- 
den railroads and thus to exclude 
Americans from a wide field of enter­ 
prise. to take part in which they were 
by treaty with China entitled. 
After 
a thorough examination of the conven­ 
tions and of tile several contextual 
documents the secretary of state reach­ 
ed the conclusion that no such monop­ 
oly was intended or accomplished. 
This government made inquiry of the 
Imperial Chinese and Japanese gov­ 
ernm ents and received from each offi­ 
cial assurance that the provision had 
no purpose inconsistent with the poli­ 
cy of equality of opportunity to which 
the signatories, in common with the 
United States, are pledged. 
Our traditional relations with the 
Japanese empire continue cordial, as 
usual. 
The arrangem ent of 1908 for 
a co-operative control of the coming 
of laborers to the United States has 
proved to work satisfactorily. 
The 
m atter of a revision of the existing 
treaty between the United States and 
Japan which is term inable in 1912 is 
already receiving the study of both 
countries. 
Th* Department of State. 
I earnestly recommend to the favor­ 
able action of the congress the esti­ 
mates subm itted by the departm ent of 
state and most especially the legisla­ 
tion suggested in the secretary of 
state’s letter of this date whereby it 
will be possible to develop and make 
perm anent the reorganization b f the 
departm ent upon modern lines in a 
m anner to make it a thoroughly ef­ 
ficient instrum ent in the furtherance 
of our foreign trade and of American 
interests abroad. 
Under a provision of the act of Aug. 
5, 1909, I have appointed three officials 
to assist the officers of the government 
in collecting inform ation necessary to 
a wise adm inistration of the tariff act 
of Aug. 5, 1909. 
As to questions of 
customs adm inistration they are co­ 
operating with the officials of the 
treasury departm ent and as to m atters 
of the needs and the exigencies of our 
m anufacturers and exporters with the 
departm ent of commerce and labor in 
its relation to the domestic aspect of 
the subject of foreign commerce. 
As a consequence of section 2 of the 
tariff act of Aug. 5, 1909, it becomes the 
duty of the secretary of state to con­ 
duct as diplomatic business all the 
negotiations necessary to place him in 
a position to advise me as to w hether 
or not a particular country unduly dis­ 
crim inates against the United States 
in the sense of the statute referred to. 
Government 
Expenditures and 
Rev­ 
enues. 
Perhaps the most im portant ques­ 
tion presented to this adm inistration 
is th at of economy in expenditures and 
sufficiency of revenue. 
The report of the secretary shows 
th at the ordinary expenditures for the 
current fiscal year ending June 30, 
1910, will exceed the estim ated re­ 
ceipts by $34,075,(520. 
If to this deficit 
are added the sum to be disbursed for 
the Panam a canal, am ounting to $38,- 
000,000, and $1,000,000 to be paid on 
the public debt, the deficit of ordinary 
receipts and expenditures will be in­ 
creased to a total deficit of $73,075,020. 
This deficit the secretary proposes to 
meet by the proceeds of bonds issued 
to pay the cost of constructing the 
Panam a canal. 
I approve this pro­ 
posal. 
The Panama Canal. 
The policy of paying for tho con­ 
struction of the Panam a canal not 
out of current revenue, but by boud 
issue, was adopted in the Spooner act 
of 1902, and there seems to be no good 
reason for departing from the princi­ 
ple by which a part a t least of the 
burden of the cost of the canal shall 
fall upon our posterity, who are to 
enjoy it, and there Is all the more rea­ 
son for this view because the actual 
cost to date of the canal, which is now 
half done and which will be completed 
Jan. I, 1915, shows th at the cost of 
engineering and construction will be 
$297,TGC,OOO instead of $139,705,200, as 
originally estimated. 
In addition to 
engineering and construction, the oth­ 
er expenses, including sanitation and 
government aud the am ount paid for 
the properties, the franchise and the 
privilege of building the canal, in­ 
crease the cost by $75,435,000 to a 
total of $375,201,000. 
The increase in 
tho cost of engineering and construc­ 
tion is due to a substantial enlarge­ 
ment of the plan of construction by 
widening the canal IOO feet in the Cu- 
lebra cut and by increasing the di­ 
mensions of the locks, to the under­ 
estim ate of the quantity of the work 
to be done under the original plan and 
to an underestim ate of the cost of la­ 
bor and materials, both of which have 
greatly enhanced in price since the 
original estim ate was made. 
Government Economy. 
In order to avoid a deficit for the 
ensuing fiscal year I directed 
the 
heads of departm ents in the prepara­ 
tion of their estim ates to make them 
as low as possible consistent with im­ 
perative governmental necessity. 
The 
result has been, as I am advised by 


the secretary of the treasury, that th# 
estimates of the expenses of the gov­ 
ernment for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1911—that is, for the next 
fiscal year—are less 
by $55,663,000 
than the total of appropriations for 
the current fiscal year and less by 
$94,000,000 than the estimates for that 
year. 
So far as the secretary of the 
treasury is able to form a judgment as 
to future income, there will be no 
deficit in the year ending June 30, 1911, 
but a small surplus of $712,000. 
In the present estim ates the needs 
of the departm ents and of the gov­ 
ernm ent have been cut to the quick. 
For the purpose of securing inform a­ 
tion which may enable the executive 
and the legislative branches to unite 
in a plan for the perm anent reduction 
of the cost of governmental adm inis­ 
tration the treasury departm ent lins 
instituted an investigation by one of 
the most skilled expert accountants in 
the United States. 
The object of tile 
investigation is to devise m eans to in­ 
crease the average efficiency of each 
fmployee. There is great room for im­ 
provement tow ard this end, not only 
by tile reorganization of bureaus and 
departm ents and in the avoidance of 
duplication, but also iu tile treatm ent 
of the individual employee. 
Under the present system it constant­ 
ly happens th at two employees receive 
the same salary when tile work of one 
is far more ditlicnlt and im portant and 
exacting than th at of the other. 
Su­ 
perior ability is not rewarded or en­ 
couraged. 
Civil Pensions. 
As the degree of efficiency In all tin* 
departm ents is much lessened by the re­ 
tention of old employees who have out­ 
lived their energy nnd usefulness it 
is indispensable to any proper system 
of economy that provision be made so 
th at their separation from the service 
shall be easy and inevitable. 
It is im­ 
possible to make such provision unless 
there is adopted a plan of civil pen­ 
sions. 
We cannot, in view of the ad­ 
vancing prices of living, hope to save 
money by a reduction in the standard 
of salaries paid. Indeed, if any change 
is made in th at regard an increase 
rather than a decrease will be neces­ 
sary, aud the only means of economy 
will be in reducing the num ber of 
employees and in obtaining a greater 
average of efficiency from those re­ 
tained in the service. 
Frauds In the Collection of Customs. 
I regret to refer to the fact of the 
discovery of extensive frauds in the 
collection of the customs revenue at 
New York city, In which a num ber of 
the 
subordinate 
employees 
in 
the 
weighing and other departm ents were 
directly concerned and in which the 
beneficiaries were the American Sugar 
Refining company and others. 
The 
frauds consisted in the paym ent of du­ 
ty on underw eights of sugar. The gov­ 
ernm ent has recovered from the Amer­ 
ican Sugar Refining company all that 
it is shown to have been defrauded of. 
The sum w as received in full of the 
am ount due which might have been 
recovered by civil action against the 
beneficiary of the fraud, but there was 
an excess reservation in the contract 
of settlem ent by which the settlem ent 
should not interfere w ith or prevent 
the criminal prosecution of every one 
who was found to be subject to the 
same. 
Criminal prosecutions are now pro­ 
ceeding against a number of the gov­ 
ernm ent officers. 
The 
treasury de­ 
partm ent and the departm ent of jus­ 
tice are exerting every effort to dis­ 
cover all the wrongdoers, including the 
officers and employees of the compa­ 
nies who may have been privy to the 
fraud. 
It would seem to me th at an 
Investigation of the frauds by con­ 
gress at present, pending the probing 
by the treasury departm ent and tho 
departm ent of justice, as proposed, 
might by giving immunity and other­ 
wise prove an em barrassm ent in se­ 
curing conviction of the guilty parties. 
Maximum and 
Minimum Clause 
In 
Tariff Act. 
Two features of the new tariff act 
call for special reference. 
In order 
that the m aximum duty shall be charg­ 
ed against the imports from a country 
it is necessary th a t the executive shall 
find on the part of th at country not 
only discrim inations in its law s or tho 
practice under them against the trade 
of the United States, but th at the dis­ 
crim inations found shall be undue— 
th at is, w ithout good and fair reasou. 
No one is seeding a tariff w ar or a con­ 
dition in which the spirit of retaliation 
shall be aroused. 
TarifF Readjustment. 
The new tariff law enables me to ap­ 
point a tariff board to assist me in con­ 
nection w ith the departm ent of state iu 
the adm inistration of the minimum and 
maximum clause of the act and also to 
assist officers of the government in the 
adm inistration of the entire law. I be­ 
lieve th at the work of this board will 
be of prime utility and im portance 
whenever congress shall deem it wise 
again to readjust tho customs duties. 
If the facts secured by the tariff board 
are of such a character as to show gen­ 
erally th at the rates of duties imposed 
by the present tariff law are excessive 
under the principles of protection as 
described in the platform of the suc­ 
cessful party a t the late election I 
shall not hesitate to invite the atten­ 
tion of congress to this fact and to the 
necessity for action predicated there­ 
on. 
Nothing, however, halts business 
and interferes w ith the course of pros­ 
perity so much as tho threatened revi­ 
sion of the tariff, aud until the facts 
are at hand, after careful and deliber­ 
ate investigation, upon which such re­ 
vision can properly be undertaken, it 
seems to me unwise to attem pt it. 
W a r Department. 
In the Interest of immediate econ­ 
omy I have required a reduction in 
the estim ates of the w ar departm ent 
for the coming fiscal 
year which 
brings the total estim ates down to an 
amount forty-five millions less than 


the corresponding estimates for last 
year. This could be accomplished only 
by cutting off new projects and sus­ 
pending for tile period of one year all 
progress in m ilitary m atters. 
For the 
same reason I have directed that the 
army shall not be recruited up to its 
present authorized 
strength. 
These 
measures can hardly be more than 
temi>ornry. for I nm sure that the in­ 
tel ;*sts of the m ilitary establishm ent 
are seriously iii need of careful con­ 
sideration I y congress. 
The secretary of w ar m ils attention 
to a n a -liber of needed changes in the 
ar::.. . in all of which I concur, but the 
point upon which I place most cm- 
pli i si s is the need for an elimination 
ii!! pf v id lug a method by which the 
merits of officers shall have some ef- 
fe< t upon their advancem ent and by 
which tile ad va* am ent of all may be 
accelerated by ;lie effective elimination 
of a definite proportion of the least 
efficient. 
The military and naval Joint board 
have unanimously agreed that it would 
be unwise to make the large expendi­ 
tures which at one time were contem ­ 
plated in tilt* establishm ent of a naval 
base nnd station iii Hie Philippine Is­ 
lands nnd have expressed their judg­ 
ment, in which I fully concur, in fa­ 
vor of making an extensive naval base 
nt Pearl Harbor, near Honolulu, and 
not iii tile Philippines. 


The Navy. 
Tho return of tile battleship fleet 
from its voyage around the world in 
more efficient condition than when it 
started was a noteworthy event of in­ 
terest alike to our citizens and the 
naval authorities of the world. 
The 
marked success of the ships in steam ­ 
ing around the world in all weathers 
on schedule time has increased respect 
for our navy and has added to o ur.na­ 
tional prestige. 
It is a regrettable fact that the 
higher officers are old for the respon­ 
sibilities of tile modern navy, aud the 
adm irals do not arrive at flag rank 
young enough to obtain adequate train­ 
ing in their duties as flag officers. 
Owing to the necessity for economy 
in expenditures, I have directed the 
curtailm ent of recommendations for 
naval appropriations so that they are 
thirty-eight millions less than the cor­ 
responding estim ates of last year, aud 
the request for new naval construction 
is limited to two first class battleships 
and one repair vessel. 
The secretary of the navy has inau­ 
gurated a tentative plan involving cer­ 
tain changes in the organization of the 
navy departm ent, including the navy 
yards, all of which have been found 
by the attorney general to be in ac­ 
cordance with law. 
I have approved 
the execution of the plan proposed be­ 
cause of the greater efficiency and 
economy it promises. 


Department of Justice—Expedition In 
Legal Procedure. 
The deplorable delays in the adm in­ 
istration of civil and criminal law have 
received the attention of committees of 
the American Bar association and of 
many state bar associations as wrell as 
the considered thought of judges and 
jurists. 
In my judgm ent, a change in 
public procedure, w ith a view to re­ 
ducing its expense to private litigants 
in civil cases and facilitating the dis­ 
patch of business and final decision in 
both civil and crim inal cases, consti­ 
tutes the greatest need in our Ameri­ 
can institutions. 
I do not doubt for 
one moment that much of the lawless 
violence and cruelty exhibited in lynch­ 
ings are directly due to the uncertain­ 
ties and injustice growing out of the 
delays in trials, judgm ents and the exe­ 
cutions thereof by our courts. 
I therefore recommend legislation 
providing for the appointm ent by the 
president of a commission with author­ 
ity to examine the law and equity 
procedure of the federal courts of first 
instance, the law of appeals from 
those courts to the courts of appeals 
and to the supreme court and the costs 
imposed in such procedure upon the 
private litigants and upon the public 
treasu ry and make recommendation 
w ith a view to sim plifying and ex­ 
pediting the procedure as far as pos­ 
sible aud making it as inexpensive as 
may be to the litigant of little means. 
The platform of the successful party 
in the last election contained the fol­ 
lowing: 
Injunctions Without Notice. 
“W e believe th at the rules of proce­ 
dure iu the federal courts with respect 
to the issuance of the w rit of injunc­ 
tion should be more accurately defined 
by statute aud th a t no injunction or 
tem porary restraining order should be 
issued without notice, except where 
irreparable injury would result from 
delay, in which case a speedy hearing 
thereafter should be granted.” 
I recommend th at in compliance w ith 
the promise thus m ade appropriate leg­ 
islation be adopted. 
Moreover, every 
such Injunction or restraining order 
issued without previous notice and op­ 
portunity by the defendant to be heard 
should by force of the statute expire 
and be of no effect after seven days 
from the issuance thereof or within 
any time less than th at period which 
the court may fix unless within such 
seven days or such less period the In­ 
junction or order is extended or re­ 
newed after previous notice and op­ 
portunity to be heard. 


Anti-trust and 
Interstate Commerce 
Laws. 
The jurisdiction of the general gov­ 
ernm ent over interstate commerce has 
led to the passage of the so called 
“Sherman anti-trust law ” and the “in­ 
terstate 
commerce 
law” 
and 
its 
amendments. The developments iii tile 
operation of those laws call for a dis­ 
cussion and some suggestions as to 
amendments. 
These I prefer to em ­ 
body in a special message. 
Postoffice Department — Second Class 
Mail Matter. 
The deficit every year iii the post­ 
office departm ent Is largely caused by 


the low rate of postage of I cent a* 
pound charged on second class mail 
m atter, which includes not only news­ 
papers, but magazines and miscella­ 
neous periodicals. The actual loss grow­ 
ing out of the transm ission of this 
second class mail nintter at I cent a 
pound am ounts to about $63,000,000 a 
year. 
The average cost of the trans­ 
portation of this m atter Is more than 
9 cents a pound. The statistics of 1907 
Ihow th at second class mail m atter 
constituted 
03.91 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
weight of all the mail and yielded 
only 5.19 per cent of the revenue. 
Tho figures given are startling and 
show the paym ent by the governm ent' 
of an enormous subsidy to the news­ 
papers, magazines nnd periodicals. 
A 
great saving might be made, am ount­ 
ing to much more than half of the loss, 
by imposing upon magazines and peri­ 
odicals a higher rate of postage. 


Postal Savings Banks. 
I believe postal savings banks to be 
necessary in order to offer a proper 
induce in (‘lit to thrift nnd saving to a 
great many people of small means who 
do not now have banking facilities and 
to whom such a system would offer an 
opportunity for the accum ulation of 
capital. They will furnish a satisfactory 
substitute, based on sound principle 
nnd actual successful trial in nearly 
gll the countries of tile world, for the 
system of government guaranty of 
deposits now being adopted in several 
western states which, with deference 
to those who advocate It. seems to me 
to have in it the seeds of dem oraliza­ 
tion to conservative hanking nnd cer­ 
tain financial disaster. 


Ship Subsidy. 
Following the course of my distin­ 
guished predecessor, I earnestly rec­ 
ommend to congress the consideration 
and passage of a ship subsidy bill. 
Interior Department—New Mexico and 
Arizona. 
The successful party in the last elec­ 
tion in its national platform declared 
in favor of the admission as separate 
states of New Mexico and Arizona, 
and I recommend th at legislation ap­ 
propriate to this end be adopted. 
Alaska. 
With respect to the territory of Alas­ 
ka, I recommend legislation 
which 
shall provide for the appointm ent by 
the president of a governor and also 
of an executive council, the members 
of which shall during their term of 
office reside in the territory and which 
shall have legislative powers sufficient 
to enable it to give to the territory lo­ 
cal law s adapted to its present grow th. 
I strongly deprecate legislation looking 
to the election of a territorial legisla­ 
ture in th a t vast district. 


Conservation of Natural Raaourcea. 
In several departm ents there is pre­ 
sented the necessity for legislation 
looking to the further conservation of 
our national resources, and the sub­ 
ject is one of such im portance as to 
require a more detailed and extended 
discussion than can be entered upon 
in this communication. 
For that rea­ 
son I shall take an early opportunity 
to send a special message to congress. 


The White Slave Trade. 
There is urgent necessity for addi­ 
tional legislation and greater executive 
activity to suppress the recruiting of 
the ranks of prostitutes from the 
stream s of immigration into this coun­ 
try—an evil which, for w ant of a bet­ 
ter name, bas been called “the w hite 
slave trade.” 


Bureau of Health. 
There seems to be no reason wily all 
the bureaus and offices in the general 
government which have to do w ith 
the public health or subjects akin 
thereto should not be united in a bu­ 
reau to be called the “bureau of pub­ 
lic health.” 


Political Contributions. 
I 
I urgently recommend to congress 
th at a law be passed requiring th a t 
candidates in elections of members of 
the house of representatives and com­ 
m ittees in charge of their candidacy 
and campaign file in a proper office of 
the United States governm ent a state­ 
ment of the contributions received aud. 
of the expenditures incurred iii the 
campaign for such elections and th at 
sim ilar legislation be enacted in re­ 
spect to ail other elections which are 
constitutionally within the control of 
congress. 
Conclusion. 
Speaking generally, the country is 
in a high state of prosperity. There is 
every reasou to believe th at we are oil 
the eve of a substantial business ex­ 
pansion, and we have ju st garnered a 
harvest unexampled in the m arket val­ 
ue of our agricultural products. 
Tho 
high prices which such products bring 
meau great prosperity for the farm ing 
community; but, on the other baud, 
they meau a very considerably increas­ 
ed burden upon those classes in the 
community whose yearly compensation 
does not expand with the improvement 
in business aud the general prosperity. 
Various reasons are given for the high 
prices. 
The proportionate Increase in 
the output of gold, which today is the 
chief medium of exchange aud is in 
some respects a m easure of value, fu r­ 
nishes a. substantial explanation of a t 
least part of the increase in prices. 
The increase in population aud the 
more expensive mode of living of the 
people, which have not been accom­ 
panied by a proportionate increase in 
acreage production, may furnish a fu r­ 
ther reason, it is well to note th at the 
increase in the cost of living is not 
confined to this country, but prevails 
the world over, and that those who 
would charge increases in prices to th e 
existing protective tariff m ust meet 
the fact that the rise in prices has 
taken place almost wholly in those 
products of the factory and farm in 
respect to which there has been either 
no increase iii tile tariff or in many 
instances a very considerable reduc­ 
tion.

The improvement of the upper Mis­ 
sissippi and the making of it a busy 
water highway is simple. 
Besides 
reading up on the subeject I have tak­ 
en observations while traveling over 
that river the last three years. 
This 
is the way it may be done. 
The dam 
of the paper mill should be improved 
and a sufficient lock established. The 
owners have no more rights under 
the present laws to maintain that 
dam under present conditions with­ 
out a lock then has Mr. Wise the 
right to extend the Hansford out 
across Front street and block the 
travel on that highway. 
With a lock 
through that dam we could have our 
new' coal docks down town, and the 
city water works buy their coal by 
the boat-load and unload it at the 
door of the pumphouse. 
From the

benefit of their great storage capaci­ 
ty, and close them up tight In wet 
weather and hold the flowage back 
and the great benefit 
which

planned will be demonstrated to the 
people. 
Our rivers should be protected and 
their waters conserved even lf we 
do not plan for navigation and water 
power. 
Our rivers and tributaries 
occupy to the continent the same po­ 
sition the arteries and veins do to the 
body. 
Cut off all their flow and the 
world is dead. 
Interfere with them 
and you either disarrange or impov­ 
erish the territory thereby. 
When 
God made Mother Earth He knew 
what He was doing and He gave na­ 
ture the power of perpetuating her 
work. 
He planned the forests, and 
placed the lakes and the swamps and 
the sloughs, all of which thereby 
become part of the continental water 
works system. 
These 
forests 
and 
swamps and lakes not only were to 
do their part and have been doing 
their part iii coaxing the necessary 
moisture from the clouds, but a part 
of their work was to hold such waters 
so that they would be fed gradually 
to the rivers and keep up practical 
uniform flow. 
It was intended that 
we might use a portion of the for­ 
ests for lumber but was not supposed 
to cut them all out. 
We were sup­ 
posed to give them a chance to per­ 
petuate themselves. 
When we cut 
the grain we expect to replant, but 
we have slaughtered the timber and 
did not 
reforest. 
We 
have 
thus 
broken up and destroyed 
so 
much 
of the continental natural water res­ 
ervoirs. 
We must therefore assist 
nature by restoring what we have 
taken from her and build such arti­ 
ficial reservoirs as the government 
has constructed on the Mississippi. 
Then again we have to go slow in 
the 
m atter 
of 
ditching. 
Those 
swamps and sloughs are necessary to 
make the neighboring highlands pro­ 
ductive. 
They are necessary to hold 
the falling waters to keep up the reg­ 
ular flow of the streams and regulate 
our general water service. 
Swamp 
land is not by any means waste 
land. 
If we ditch out all the swamps 
in Northern Minnesota, and drain 
out the lakes, the country will be so 
dry that we cannot raise hazel brush, 
and by ditching out a great portion 
of them we are gradually approach­ 
ing that condition. 
For a healthy 
good agricultural country you have 
got to have a certain per cent of 
water surface. 
The water surface 
creates the dews w'hich are more val­ 
uable then the rains. 
The waters 
soaks through under the soil of the 
land and percolates up to the surface 
the same as the w ater in the river 
percolates out for many miles from 
its channel suplying our wells and 
moistening our soil. 
It is easily seen 
then how we are impoverishing our­ 
selves by destroying all these natural 
reservoirs by 
building 
too 
many 
ditches. 
And then we are destroying 
the natural flow of our streams and 
thereby causing overflowage. Rivers 
that used to take 
weeks 
of 
wet 
weather to reach the flood stage now 
rise out of their 
banks In 
a few 
hours where so much ditching has 
been done. 
The ditching th at is be­ 
ing done north of us is going to get 
us into trouble. 
A heavy rain fall 
is carried off by all the ditches in a 
few hours thus giving trouble to the 
settlers down the river. 
A ditch is 
now being planned carrying the wat­ 
er from Willow River in Northern 
Aitkin county across to the Mississ­ 
ippi and that water instead of tak­ 
ing its time to flow dow'n the wind­ 
ing course of the Willow to its nat­ 
ural outlet, will come down a couple 
of days ahead of time. 
If all the 
ditches planned and proposed for the 
upper Mississippi 
are

There are 
thus more reasons then one why we 
should conserve and protect our wat­ 
er supplies and assist nature iii keep­ 
ing up the regular flow of the life 
| giving streams. 
This 
life 
giving 
blood of the continent must flow reg­ 
ularly through the continental ar­ 
teries to keep this old earth alive. 
These things must be handled by the 
government. 
The lumber companies 
do not care whether we have any tim­ 
ber left in 1920 or not. 
They care 
only for making a big stake of what 
is in sight, they don’t rare whether 
the Mississippi liver flows banks full 
or runs dry after they get done with 
her. 
Corporations do not give any 
thought to the public health and wel­ 
fare. 
They only figure on dividends. 
When the United States does not suit 
them, the Astors and Vanderbilts 
can go to England or France where 
the government protects and con­ 
serves the national resources of every 


portion of the empire the same as an 
individual managee hie own little 
garden. 
Minnesota prairie lands 
are 
al­ 
ready becoming too dry because of 
all the ditching, and their lakes are 
drying up because they are being 
filled up by the winds blowing Into 
them the loose soil, which is the best 
.oil, from the fields. 
They are al­ 
ready becoming obliged to use fer­ 
tilizers as in the old sections of the 
east, 
This 
northern 
country 
be­ 
tween here and the Lake 
of 
the 
Woods will become the richest ag­ 
riculture as well as mineral district 
lf we preserve a reasonable portion 
of our forest areas and preserve our 
waters. 
I think I have thus shown that the 
perservation of our streams is neces­ 
sary for other purposes then for wat­ 
er power and navigation 
and 
the 
same care and labor works out the 
same benefits. 
When we get the proper represen­ 
tatives at Washington and we send 
enough 
of right kind of men to Con­ 
gress a bond issue will be authorized 
for such development as we are w rit­ 
ing. 
Our river and its waters must 
be protected and conserved that we 
get a slice of that money, so the old 
Mississippi’s flow will turn all the 
wheels of our m anufacturing estab­ 
lishments as well as carry our ore 
and grain to Duluth and our manu­ 
factured lumber to Minneapolis and 
the south. 
We have got all kinds of 
stuff up here both on top and under 
the ground, and when the public wat­ 
ers are harnessed to take the place 
of fuel as well as furnish transporta­ 
tion for our heavy freight there may 
be something doing up this way, and 
we will have representation sufficient 
at St. Paul to get our rights at the 
hands of the state legislative bodies.

The city council met in regular 
session Monday evening, w ith Presi­ 
dent Twohey in the chair. Aldermen 
Cardie, Paine, Gardner, Kjellquist, 
Deickhaus and 
President 
Twohey 
answered to roll call. 
The minutes of the last regular 
session were read and approved as 
read. 
D uring the reading of the minutes j 
Alderman Drexler came in. 
The application of George Hoyt for 
a transfer of his license to Andrew 
E llingboe was presented for action. 
It had been approved by the police 
committee and the bond approved 
by the city attorney. 
On 
roll 
call 
the transfer was granted, all voting 
aye except Alderman Kjellquist, who 
voted no. 
Aldermen Henning and Robertson 
came in. 
The application of R. J. Holden 
for a liquor license was read. 
It had 
the approval of the police committee 
and city attorney and was granted, 
all voting aye except Alderman Kjell­ 
quist, who voted no. 
The report of the city clerk of re­ 
ceipts and disbursements was read 
and approved. 
The report of the clerk of the mun­ 
icipal court, showing fines collected 
during the month of November to 
the am ount of $174, and total collec­ 
tions of $198.45, was read and ap­ 
proved. 
The street committee presented a 
ra th e r extended report of the street 
work done. 
It reported th a t the 
streets had been put in shape for 
w inter and th a t all tools had been 
stored. 
East Oak street had been 
paved to the middle of the block be­ 
tween T hirteenth and 
Fourteenth 
streets. 
The steam roller was used 
and proved very satisfactory in oper­ 
ation. 
It took 612 pounds of crush­ 
ed rock to the square yard of paving, 
or a total of 54 cords to the block. 
There was a deficit of $196.60, which 
m ust be met by a reassessment. The 
committee reported th a t it was doubt­ 
ful if the old stone crusher would 
stand for another year. 
The committee explained that it 
had taken the responsibility of mov­ 
ing the curb on the north side of 
Laurel street between Sixth and Sev­ 
enth streets, under an order of a 
previous council to have th a t walk 
widened to match th a t between Sev­ 
enth and Eighth streets.

The bill of A. D. Polk, for services 
in connection w ith the condemna­

statem ent, giving dates, etc. 
than

The minority report of the com- 
m itteee to which was referred the re­ 
quest of the police for fifteen days 
vacation annually, w ith 
pay. 
was 
brought up for action. 
There was 
no m ajority report subm itted and a 
motion was made to adopt the m in­ 
ority report. 
Mayor Ousdahl asked 
that action be deferred until investi­ 
gation could be had as to what oth­ 
er cities were doing in the matter. 
Alderman Henning advocated grant­ 
ing the vacation, while other alder­ 
men thought it should not apply to 
any man who had been in service less 
j than one year. 
A roll call was fin­ 
ally ordered and the report was re­ 
jected, Aldermen Robertson, Paine, 
G ardner and Drexler voting to ac­ 
cept the report and Aldermen H enn­ 
ing, Cardie, Kjellquist, Dieckhaus, 
and Pres. Twohey voting against 
such action. 
A resolution to pave North Ninth 
street, from the north side of K ing­ 
wood streets to the south side of Fir 
street was passed, all voting aye. 
The engineer's estim ate on said pav­ 
ing was also accepted. 
The width 
of said street was fixed at 40 feet. 
Mr. S. E. Hayes, ow ner of the lots 
used as a haym arket presented a 
proposition, or rath e r several propo­ 
sitions to the city council. Mr. Hayes 
thought the city should 
at 
lease 
waive the back taxes, and pay the 
taxes in the future. 
He also made a 
proposition for the sale of the lots to 
the city. 
He stated, however, th at 
since w riting the city regarding the 
sale he had 
received 
information 
which made him indifferent as to 
w hether or not the city took the lots 
if they paid or waived the back ta x ­ 
es. 
The city attorney stated th a t the 
M innesota tax commission was the 
only body in the state

Washington, Dec. 7.—Innovation is 
the order of the day in the social 
functions as well as the public policies 
of tho Taft administration.

SUSTAINED BY HIGH COURT 


Controller of the Currency Empow­ 
ered to Examine Affairs of Banks. 
Washington, Dec. 7.—That the con­ 
troller of the currency is an agent of 
the government with power to ex­ 
amine into the affairs of national 
banks was decided by the supreme 
court of the United States in the case 
of the United States vs. John A. Cor­ 
bett and others in favor of the govern 
ment. 
Corbett was the cashier of the First 
National bank of Ladysmith, Wis., and 
he and others of the bank were in­ 
dicted on the charge of making a false 
entry in a report to the controller, the 
prosecution being under the statute 
which prohibits any effort to deceive 
a bank examiner. 
The United States 
district court for the W estern dis 
trict of Wisconsin, in which court the 
indictment was found, dismissed the 
complaint on the ground that the con 
troller was not an examiner as con­ 
templated by the statute. 
The su 
preme court failed to sustain that 
view.

The Stevens bill was prepared by 
the St. Paul member and other mem­ 
bers of the house committee on water, 
interstate and foreign commerce.

dam bill.

Mexican- Government in Full Accord 
W ith Them. 
Washington, Dec. 7.—No official no­ 
tification has reached here that Mr. 
Creel comes to Washington to make 
"certain representations” to the de­ 
partment concerning the Nicaraguan 
situation. 
His reported mission, it is believed, 
is to co-operate with Dr. Luis Ander- ] 
son, former minister of foreign affairs 
of the Costa Rica government. 
It is 
said at the state department that Mr. 
Anderson’s only mission in W ashing­ 
ton is in connection with the boundary . 
dispute 
between 
Costa 
Rica 
and 
Panama. 
Announcement is officially i 
made that Chief Justice Fuller of the I 
United States supreme court has con-1 
sented to act as arbitrator in that dis­ 
pute. 
His decision, it is understood, 
will be final and will be binding upon 
both parties. 
The 
statem ent 
is 
authoritatively 
made that the Mexican government is 
in full accord with the views and pur­ 
poses of the United States with re­ 
spect to Nicaragua and tnat she will 
sustain this government in carrying 
out those policies. 
Prominent members of the senate 
committee on foreign relations found 
In the Nicaraguan situation an inter­ 
esting subject for discussion when 
they met on the floor of the senate. 
The Democrats inclined to the opinion 
that Secretary Knox may have acted 
hastily in holding President Zelaya 
personally responsible for the execu­ 
tion of the Americans, Cannon and i 
Groce. 
W ill W ithhold Judgment. 
At the same time the Democrats 
said they w ould w ithhold judgment un­ 
til they had had an opportunity to con­ 
sult with officials of the state depart­ 
ment or receive a message from Presi­ 
dent 
Taft 
concerning 
the 
serious 
phases of the relations of the United 
States 
with 
the 
Central 
American 
ruler. 
Representative Sulzer of New York 
introduced a resolution in the house 
directing the. president of the United 
States to use the army and the navy 
of the country to restore order, main­ 
tain peace and protect life and prop­ 
erty in Nicaragua. 
The 
resolution 
recites 
that 
the 
United 
States 
demands the arrest, 
trial and punishment of President Ze­ 
laya of Nicaragua for the wilful mur­ 
der of citizens, an ample apology from 
Nicaragua and reparation. 
The presence of nine warships in 
Hampton Roads and the hurry orders 
given to several others in northern 
navyyards to join the fleet under Ad­ 
miral Schroeder, says the navy de­ 
partment, has nothing to do with de­ 
velopments in Nicaragua. 
As soon as 
the fleet is assembled it will proceed 
to the southern drill grounds off the 
Chesapeake capes. 
A message from the United States 
consulate at Managua, dated Dec. 4, 
says It is reported President Zelaya 
Is sending troops and artillery east­ 
ward. 
Rumors are revived that he in­ 
tends to leave Nicaragua. 


ALL SMILES FOR REGULARS 


But Uncle Joe Gives Insurgents the 
Stony Stare. 
Washington, Dec. 7.—When Uncle 
Joe Cannon mounted the rostrum in 
the house he looked fit for the fight 
that is before him. 
He was all smiles 
for the regulars, his "boys,” as he 
calls them, but he gave the stony stare 
to his enemies, the insurgents. 
In the senate the progressives put 
In an early appearance and immedi- 
Btely after adjournment they held a 
counsel of war to discuss briefly ways 
and means to make trouble for the 
Aldrich leadership at this session. 
Senators 
Nelson and 
Clapp were 
among the first to reach the senate 
chambers. 
They were soon followed 
by McCumber of North Dakota, Craw­ 
ford and Gamble of South Dakota and 
other progressives 
from 
the West. 
Senator Aldrich, looking 
calm 
and 
placid as usual, greeted the progres­ 
sives as lf he had forgotten the bitter 
contest over the tariff and appearing 
utterly oblivious of the fight in which 
his leadership will be challenged. 
All of the Minnesota members were 
in their seats when the gavel fell in 
the house at noon. 
Neither house was in session very 
long. 
The senate adjourned out of respect 
to the 
late Martin 
N. Johnson of 
North Dakota and the house took a 
recess immediately upon official notl 
flcation of the recent deaths of Repre­ 
sentatives de Armond of Missouri and 
Lassiter of Virginia. 
The indications are that congress 
will not get down to business until 
after the holidays.

Shot to Death by Three Intoxicated

Duluth, Dec. 7.—A miner named J 
Parr, in the employ of the Sellers 
mine at Hibbing, was killed by a vol 
ley of revolver shots whicn were fi.cd 
by three drunken men. 
He was walking from Hibbing to 
Chisholm and when about half way 
to his destination encountered Viv e 
men, evidently intoxicated, who w- e 
firing revolvers in all directions. 
One 
of the bullets struck P arr in the ab 
domen, and he fell to the ground. The 
three men paid no attention to him 
and went their way toward Hibbing. 
P arr was found later and taken to 
a hospital in Hibbing, where he died 
a few hours later. 
A number of sus­ 
pects have been arrested. 
Parr was 
single.
